W h at th e D efendant in th e M oo re-itop- 
k ius C ase 8uys. 
R edw ood C ity , March 24th.—A t the 
afternoon session ot the Moore-Hnpkins 
breach of promise case, R. M. Edwards, a 
San Francisco bookseller, testified that he 
had known Mrs. H. D. Moore since 1879, 
having become acquainted that year 
through her coming to his store to pur­ 
chase stationery. He testified that Mrs. 
Moore informed him in 1880 that she was 
going to be married to a farmer in Sacra­ 
mento county. This testimony was stricken 
out, not being competent. The plaintiff's 
case then rested. 
Mr. Wilson addressed the Court and jury 
on behalf of the defendant, setting up a 
denial of any proposed marriage, and 
alleging that Mrs. Moore falsely testitled as 
to her age, and further setting ‘up that she 
had renounced all claims upon Moses Hop­ 
kins by former instruments signed and 
acknowledged by plaintiff in October, 18S4. 
Ji. I,. Kirehoff testified that he knew 
Mrs. Moore in 1879. She then said she 
was 32 years old, which would make her 
now 41. 
Moses Hopkins, the defendant, was the 
second witness. He testified to knowing 
Mrs. Moore in 1878, having visited her in 
her rooms on Market street for the purpose 
of finding out about the hair restorative 
kept for sale by Mrs. Moore. She told him 
of the virtues of her lotion, and at her sug­ 
gestion permitted her to mb his bead with 
it. He went to see her on Market street 
and at her subsequent residence fre­ 
quently. generally twice a week, aud had 
ni3 head rubbed. He gave her money from 
time to time, generally about $50 a month. 
Kept up these payments until Mrs. Moore, 
or her friends, asked larger sums. Mr. 
Hopkins denied in toto that he had 
promised to marry Mrs. Moore, except 
in talking nonsense ; that the marrisge 
proposal described by Mrs. Moore in 
her testimony was a mistake. Defendant 
denied having given Mrs. Moore $t,0UO in 
one sunt previous to his marriage. Mr. 
Ilopkius was not questioned touching the 
kissing episode, and was not cross-ques­ 
tioned by plaintiff's counsel. The waiver 
of all claim by Mrs. Moore, in considera­ 
tion of $8,000, was read and admitted in 
evidence. 
The defendants rested, and in rebuttal 
the plaintiff' was placed on the stand and 
testified in regard to the renunciation 
paper. She denied having of her own 
knowledge executed that instrument, and 
also contradicted the testimony of KircholV, 
declaring that she hail never been in San 
Francisco until 1873. Bath sides have 
closed, and the arguments will I eg in to­ 
morrow.

INSOLENT REDSKINS. 
D an g er o f A n o th er Ind ian O u tb reak in 
A rizona. 
[By telegraph to the Record-Union.) 
T ucson, March 24tb.—Supervisor Frank 
Froctor has returned fiom a trip through 
Gila and GrnliBm counties. During his ab­ 
sence he visited the reservation, and speaks 
in high terms of tbe management of Capt. 
Fierce, and savs that for tbe first time in 
the history of tbe reservation tbe Indians 
arc made to feel that tbe white man is their 
master. Tlie bucks are naturally averse to 
manual labor, and will often suffer impris­ 
onment in the guard-house in shackles 
rather than perform the tasks set them, as 
they are required now to till the soil and 
grow their own food, while employes are 
instructing them in the lessons of agri­ 
culture. The new life is not at al! pleasant 
to many of the older bucks, who feel dis­ 
graced in doing “ menial ” work, but are 
governed by a firm band. They receive fair 
and just treatment, against which they 
have no reason to complain. Above ail 
things, they ere taught that only reason­ 
able commands will be given, and these 
must be obeyed. The origin of the recent 
tremble on the reservation arose as follows : 
Lieutenant Mott and the head farmer 
had gone below the Agency to look after 
tbe ditches, and while examining them a 
voting buck came lip and asked the Lieu­ 
tenant why he imprisoned his father in the 
guard-house. The Lieutenant told him 
that it was because he would not work. 
The young buck made a threatening re­ 
mark, and tbe Lieutenant told hint to shut 
up or he might be in tbe guard-house, also. 
Tbe buck then drew a pistol and tired at 
him, inflicting a wound that caused Lieut. 
Mott's death, and disabling the farmer. 
The murderer has been apprehended, and 
will probably suffer for his crime. 
A general sentiment prevails among the 
employes on the reservation, which is not 
shared by Captain Fierce, that another out­ 
break is inevitable, and that it is liable to 
come at any moment between now and the 
early summer months. It will he by the 
Tontos, and possibly the White Mountain 
Indians. They are very restless and surly 
when beyond tbe espionage of the scouts 
and others in authority, and are only await­ 
ing a good pretext to mutiny. They are 
not as good warriors as the Ohiracuhuas, 
and will speedily be conquered if they take 
the warpath, and tlie sooner Ihey start out 
tin better it will be, as it will end them 
and their troubles. So far as Arizona is 
concerned, a long-continued warfare like 
that but just ended is impossible with the 
tribes now on the reservation. The In­ 
dians are all well armed, and have plenty 
of ammunition. Nearly every one has a 
pistol, and many of them have rifles. The 
carrying of urms and ammunition on the 
reservation is forbidden, but they manage 
to secure supplies Somewhere else. The 
possession of these arms gives them a de­ 
gree of confidence and arrogance that they 
would not otherwise assert.

It Is certain the Government is supported 
at the Vatican by the most powerful Roman 
Catholic influence in Qreat Britain, and 
the complaint is bein# peered in tbe rao«t 
seritwa manner. 


G lad sto n e V igorously O ppose* tlie Ner* 
C oercion B ill. 
L ondon, March 24th.—In the House of 
Commons this evening the debate on the- 
motion ot urgency of the coercion bill was 
resumed by Gladstone. He referred to tbe 
unprecedented position of the House, 
which had already sat two months, during 
which, he said, its independent initiative 
had been suppressed. Even now the Con­ 
servatives exulted over the prospeots of 
passing a motion forcing the House to an 
absolute surrender of its whole time until 
a bill of an extremely severe character had 
been carried. The House was threatened 
with a frequent application of the cloture 
if the debates were prolonged. No great­ 
er calamity could befall the House 
than this sort of 
pressure. 
He 
had seen 
more Parliamentary life 
than any other man in the House,’but ho 
never knew of so grave a state of affairs, 
which was due to the extreme abuse of 
power by tbe majority, and which, if per­ 
sisted iu, would leave Dehind a sense of in­ 
tolerable wrong. The yoke thus put on the 
neck of the House could not be borne 
patiently. The condition of affairs is-very 
different from that when the coercion bill 
of 1881 was passed. Tbe present alleged 
crime of the Irish people consisted in oom- 
billing to secure a certain reduction of rent. 
[Irish cheers ] 
Even the evidence which 
tbe Government put before tbe House 
showed tlint this crime was restricted to 
demands for a just abatement of rent. 
Never had any former Coercion Act been 
resisted by a majority of the members 
from Ireland. [Cheers ] Now there was a 
protest against coercion from an over­ 
whelming majority of the Irish members. 
[Cheers.] Had the Government any just 
claim for demanding coercion, or urgency 
for the new repressive measure ? After ap­ 
pointing a Commission to examine on the 
spot the rent question and the evils arising 
front the laud laws, the Government now 
put aside the recommendations of the 
Commission and asked Parliament for 
increased power to make laws still 
more offensive to the general sense 
of the Irish peoplo. 
[Cheers] 
Gen­ 
eral Bailer’s evidence proved that the 
tenants were not paying rent: that there 
was no general movement against the pay­ 
ment ot rent, but a combined effort to ob­ 
tain fair rents. If the Irish people were to 
aptly follow the example constantly set by 
others, see what tbev could make out of 
exclusive dealings. [Cheers.] The Gov- 
irnment had contraéis that should not be 
broken ; yet Balfour, while preaching the 
doctrine of the sanctity of contracts, was 
going to introducen bill breukingthe lease­ 
hold contracts adjusted under tlie LandAct 
of 1881. Just as the judicial tents were, it 
was not to indicate lire sanctity iff con­ 
tracts, nor to repress a widespread outbreak, 
of the Irish, that the Government now de­ 
manded coercion for Ireland. 01' what­ 
ever nature the Government measure 
should lurn out to be. it was the duty of 
the Liberal», whether in the minority or 
majority, to refuse the urgency. He trusted 
the people of England would see that the 
Liberals united in opposing this measure, 
which the Government, after etghty-siv 
years’ experience, is preparing, under the 
name of a .Statute of Parliament, to strike 
a fresli blow at the life and happiness of 
Ireland, and at the prosperity, contentment 
and unity of the Irish people. 
HOW TUB Si'BBGIl '\A S RECEIVED. 
London, March 24th.— Gladstone’s- de­ 
nunciation of the use of the cloture to cur­ 
tail debate on tbe urgency motion on tbo 
coercion bill, forced the Government to re­ 
consider tl»e subject. The Ministry decided 
to permit a prolongation of the debate, but 
will insist that the House forego its Easier 
vacation. The coercion bill will be passed 
before the holidays. 
One section of tho Gladstonian party is 
discontented with Gladstone’s half-'*eiled 
approval of tbe plan of campaign. The 
Enirlish Home-ruiers and Parnellites, bow- 
ever, were delighted with the speech. 
BALFOUR TO REPLY. 
Balfour, in introducing the coercion bill, 
will respond to Gladstone’s challenge to the 
Government to state what crime there is 
that justifies the adoption of the measure. 
The Dublin Executive has prepared a 
statement doeigned to assist Balfour, prov­ 
ing that the plan of campaign had been di­ 
rected against tradesmen who are creditors 
of. farmers belonging to tha National 
League. Tl»o Parnellites will maintain 
that the plan is strictly confined to arrange­ 
ments respecting rents. 
Tbe debate was prolcaged. Chamber­ 
lain. on behalf of the Government, replied 
to Gladstone, and Healy, for the Pamell- 
ites. replied to Chambzrlain. and Balfour, 
SmiiK Parnell and othara also participated 
in tie debate, which vras animated aud ex­ 
citing at times.

A QUESTION OF FISTICUFFS. 


The San F rau d too Examine)' makes ex­ 
tended reference to the achievements of a 
young San Franciscan at H arvard College. 
A community always takes pride in the 
success of its young men, either at home 
or abroad. 
The vonng gentleman in ques­ 
tion is a graduate of the San Francisco 
H igh School, and went to old H arvard 
presumably to round out and complete a 
course of study th at would better qualify 
him to take a place in the front rank, in­ 
stead of m arking time w ith those who do 
nothing more. 
H is community may not have expected 
lie would pay it what—with every other 
man—lie owes it by becoming notable in 
any special branch of study. 
It had the 
right to expect, however, that the great 
d rift of his tim e in an educational institu­ 
tion standing among the foremost, would 
be toward intellectual culture and the ac­ 
quirem ent of such knowledge as would 
benefit not only himself but the race. 
It 
is improbable th at his friends concerned 
themselves greatly about his capacity at 
the stroke-oar, or his skill with six-ounce 
gloves, or his success as a heavy-weight. 
But it is reasonable to assume that they 
were solicitous that the business of his life 
in tiie university atmosphere should be the 
acquirement of knowledge, and discipline, 
and power. 
The notable success of this scion of Cal­ 
ifornia is chronicled by our contemporary, 
and the chief interest th at it discovers in 
his achievements relates to m atters th at 
can, one way or the other, have very little 
if anything to do w ith impressing him 
upon the true manhood of society. 
Thus 
the journal named says : 
A year ago the Examiner aunounced th e suc­ 
cess o f -------------- , o f th is city, in the boxing 
contests at H arvard College. 
T he 
popular 
young San Franciscan has again distinguished 
him self this year, having recently wou the 
m iddle-w eight cham pionship of H arvard, and 
also the heavy-w eight cup. He also won the 
m iddle weight cham pionship at the “ Technol­ 
ogy ” game.- at Boston, w hich is considered the 
equivalent to w inning the am ateur cham pion­ 
ship of Boston. He is still a light-w eight, hav ­ 
ing won both heavy and m iddle-w eight eveuts, 
yielding irom twenty-five to filtecn pounds to 
a ll coin] .vtiturs. W hen a student at th e High 
School, A ir. 
was alw ays foremost in a th ­ 
letics, and bis success in th e East gives his 
friends h ete satisfaction. 
We entertain the hope that this flatter­ 
ing record of the young collegian’s fistic 
achievements is not to be considered as re­ 
flecting corresponding neglect of the mo­ 
tive that impelled his friends to send him 
to an institution of learning. 
I t is possi­ 
ble, and we would prefer to entertain that 
view of it, that the yourg man is even 
more forward in his studies—a heavy­ 
weight, at least, in mathematics and E n­ 
glish literature—and th at he can present 
as brilliant an intellectual record as that 
conceded to him physically. 
Such a con­ 
junction of physical skill in taking care of 
one's self and mental culture, is by no 
means impossible. 
But if the young man 
were the son of John Sm ith, who has been 
long enough iu the world to learn the folly 
of excess of culture which removes a man 
from sympathy and communion with the 
world, and the comparative uselessness of 
physical skill in the miscalled manly art, 
Jo h n Sm ith would be more gratified to have 
the rnawley accomplishments of young 
John remain unmentioned. 
It is not to 
he said that college athletics are useless; 
these avocations, when purely recreative 
and not trespassing upon the vocation of 
th e college period, are commendable and 
to lie conserved in the scheme of educa­ 
tion. T he flat-chested, hollow-eyed, dough­ 
muscled student is not a pleasant sight nor 
much of promise for vigorous, brainy 
manhood. 
Blind worship of study is sel­ 
fish, unsym pathetic and idolatrous. 
But, 
w hile common charity suggests that but 
cue side of the young man's advancement 
has been mentioned by the Examine)-, or­ 
dinary judgm ent also suggests that, as the 
best foot is put foremost, by everybody in 
all such cases, absence of reference to in­ 
tellectual championship indicates th at it 
is subordinate to muscular prowess. 
If 
it is this that constitutes the most notable 
characteristic in the career of young col­ 
legians, it would be better that such am­ 
bitious young men be sent direct to John 
L. Sullivan’s institute, if the principal of 
th at finishing school can be found sober 
long enough to put its students through 
th eir paces. 
W e confess to unutterable disgust at 
any hitching on of the slang of the prize 
riug or boxing arena to the skirts of ven­ 
erable or junior institutions of learning. 
T h e thing is so discordant in tone th at the 
idea of mentioning a student as wearing 
the belt of heavy-weight or any other 
weight, championship, is more than re­ 
pulsive. 
The college of the future will lie 
th at which will consider the possession of 
a fistic championship prima faeit evidence 
of unfitness for scholastic halls and asso­ 
ciation with its inmates. 
It is not so now, 


of course, but we have faith in the future 
to believe it will be so, and th at the 
gymnasium—the right thing in its place— 
will be kept w ithin college control, and 
not perm itted to bring into U niversity 
Halls the order of th e prize ring.

THE QUESTION OF RULE IN CHICAGO, 


W hen Mayor C arter H arrison so yehe. 
inentlv declared th at he would not accept 
renomination by his party, the Dem ocracy 
for the M ayoralitv of Chicago, because he 
feared trouble in the near future from the 
Anarchists, he was not sincere. 
H e toyed 
with the nom ination in a way to insure its 
falling upon his shoulders, as it did, and 
which he accepted, after some well arranged 
urging had been gone through with. 
Mr. 
H arrison is one of the shrewdest, and at 
the same tim e most cowardly of politicians. 
H is methods have kept in training w ith 
the vicious voting element. H e has courted 
and accepted the services of the lower ele­ 
ments in that great hotbed of Anarchism, 
crime and misrule, Chicago. 
H arrison 
says th at if the A narchists are granted 
new trials, no jury can he secured in C'hi 
cago; 
the rascals will claim that they 
have been vindicated, and their followers 
will thereupon become bolder and more 
demonstrative than ever. 
On the other 
hand, if they are hanged, he says convul­ 
sions of some sort not specified will follow. 
If his assumptions are sound, and he is 
the good executive his following claims, 
he should deem it a distinguished honor 
to stand in the breach for the people, after 
having so long stood up to the public crib. 
If new troubles visit Chicago of the kind 
forecast by C arter Harrison, he is really 
the last man tobe at the head of the city 
government of the great W estern metrop­ 
olis. 
He could not rally to his support 
the better classes; they demand a leader 
of different tim ber. The vicious elements 
which have constituted his advance and 
his reserves, will not do much fighting or 
hacking ; disorder is their opportunity, and 
they prefer it. 
If Chicago is in the very 
unhappy 
predicament Mr. H arrison describes, it will 
be nothing less than a calamity should he 
be re-elected. 
H e is a machine m an ; 
every means heem ploys is of the m achine; 
bossism is his faith, and its continuance his 
hope. 
It is significant th at about all the 
Democratic papers of the Garden City op­ 
pose him, and this gives strength to the 
hope th a t he will be defeated. 
T he whole 
country is interested in H arrison’s candi* 
d a cy ; it involves boss rule in the third 
city of the nation, and possible disaster to 
order and law in a place where bomb 
throwers, dynamiters, Communists, Social­ 
ists, and Anarchists have received more 
comfort and felt less restraint than in any 
other locality in the Union. 
There is 
need there more than anyw here else, 'or a 
strong man, one determ ined to crush out 
Anarchism and make the power of the 
law fe lt; need for a man of unflinching 
courage, who does not fear the antagonists 
of order and hum an rights. 
T he people of Chicago representative of 
the better element are strong enough to 
put a firm man, 3uch as in needed, in pi lace; 
but, like the better element nearly every­ 
where, they are unorganized, organize with 
great difficulty, and do not, except in great 
social revolutions, long stand out against 
united v ice; a fact which no social phil­ 
osopher has yet satisfactorily accounted for. 
The question, then, of M r. H arrison’s can­ 
didacy has more than local significance; it 
relates to the spread or suppression of a 
dangerous elem ent; the tolerance or the 
crushing out of a spirit that piuts all prop>- 
erty possession in jeopardy. 
For while it 
is true that the Anarchists do not exceed 
200.000 in the United States, it is also 
true that the seeret and infamous methods 
they employ make them far more formida­ 
ble than the figures show. 
A single man 
sworn to do m urder and hurl a Russian 
bomb in the streets of an American city, 
or plant a torpedo beneath ¡in American 
public building or private dwelling, is ex­ 
actly equal to the whole m urder of unsus­ 
pecting people who come w ithin the circle 
of the influence of those terrible engines 
o‘ death. 


S u p e r s t it io n will not be shaken off. 
The chance formation of clouds, showing 
prism atic colors in the form of a cross, has 
frightened the people of Cobb and Gordon 
counties, Georgia, “half out of their wits.” 
The .appearance was co-related by odd 
conjunction of time and event to the rav­ 
ings of a negro girl in th at region, who, 
having “dreamed a dream,” declares that 
the angels have revealed to her that a 
great calam ity is to overtake all things 
mundane on the first Saturday in Decem­ 
ber next. 
W hirlw inds and cyclones are to 
open the drama, which is to he supple­ 
mented bv gaping of the earth in the 
throes of a “quake,” and the engulftnent 
of a town. 
A ll th at remains oil earth is 
then to be burned, “and woe to him who is 
not ready.” 
If this catastrophe is to ex­ 
tend to California, our friends will do well 
to prepare their ascension robes. 
Perhaps 
those fitted lor past occasions, when the 
performance was 
postponed, will 
an­ 
swer ; at any rate white cotton is cheap, 
and the purchase of new rolies will benefit 
the merchants and stiffen trade. 
These 
enterprising pieople ought to vote thanks 
to the kindly dispjositioned spirits that 
have given the world eight months time in 
which to settle up accounts and strike a 
balance w ith eternity. I t is to be regretted, 
however that they chose so singular a me­ 
dium through which to announce the 
prophesy of so im portant an event. 


M r . G l a d s t o n e is dignified and happy 
in returning thanks for the expressions of 
sym pathy with him, made by a public 
m eeting in New York. 
H e is careful to 
confine his definition of his work to “ se­ 
miring ju st measures of good government 
for Ireland.” 
T his is broad enough to be 
acceptable to all, and not declaratory of 
w hat he may find it necessary to deem 
“ good government ” for Ireland. 
I t is 
probably true th at his schemes thus far 
for Ireland have had th e sym pathy of the 
major portion of the Am erican pieople. Of 
course, the m eeting was packed for the 
purpose of its call. 
An assemblage of 
3.000 people in New York opposed to Eng­ 
lish domination in Ireland is not phenom­ 
enal, and is no difficult task. 
T his Cap­ 
ital C ityof C aliforniacoulddo halfasm ueh 
as that. 
But, aside from all motives of the 
meeting, and its pronounced character, 
the respionse of Mr. Gladstone to it is one 
all men can indorse. 
W ho does not favor 
“ a just measure of good government for 
Ireland ?” 


T w en ty -e ig h t ISilts D ie In B is H an d s— 
S o m e o f H is O b jection s. 
Yesterday was the last day upon which 
the Governor could sign bills. 
In the 
m orning he had thirty-fonr bills on hand. 
During the forenoon he appended his sig­ 
nature to the follow ing: 
Senate Bill No. 317, to pay the claim of 
J. W . Rock for the construction of the 
steam launch Governor Stoneman. 
Assembly Bill No. 88, relating to the 
establishm ent of election precincts. 
Assembly Bill No. 124, relating to fish 
and game. 
Assembly Bill No. 348, relative to the 
adoption 
of 
by-laws, the 
election of 
Trustees, their powers, duties and com­ 
pensation, in reclamation districts of this 
State. 
During the day he received a large num ­ 
ber of telegrams from the southern portion 
of tbe State begging him to sign Assembly 
Bill No. 521, relating to the dissolution and 
modifications of injunctions, and about 3 
p. m . he appended Bis signature. 
About 4 o'clock he signed the last one— 
Senate Bill No. 194, making appropriation 
for the purchase of additional jute m achin­ 
ery and the erection of additional build­ 
ings for the m anufacture of jute goods at 
San Quentin. 
The rest of the bills, twenty-eight in 
number, were carefully folded, a rubber 
band p ut around them and chucked into a 
pigeon-hole, where they will not be se n 
or beard of again, at least not during the 
present adm inistration. 
The curious desire to know the Gov­ 
ernor’s objections to so m any bills, and 
m any opinions are held as to why certain 
bills did not receive the approval of the 
Executive. In the first place, the Governor 
savs he believes in conducting the business 
of the State in the same m anner that a 
successful m an would conduct his busi­ 
ness. By vetoing some bills and pocketing 
a num ber of others, he had saved the State 
fully $500,000 of useless expense. He did 
not believe in creating a large num ber of 
new Commissions, which in tim e wereem- 
powered to create numberless official posi­ 
tions, and m aking all such well-paid and 
fat sinecures. 
H e had not vetoed or held 
his approval from a single needed measure, 
and all bills that had failed to become laws 
through his disapproval could work no in­ 
jury to the State. 


T H E POCKETED DILLS. 
Below is given the pocketed bills and 
some of the reasons wliy they did not be­ 
come law s: 
Senate Bill No. 23, to provide for the pay­ 
m ent of the claim of W. B. Burtis. This 
claim is without the least m erit. The 
State does not owe him $750—not any por­ 
tion of it. 
Senate Bill No. 304, to appropriate money 
for the purchase of certain roads within 
the lim its of the Yosemite Grant. This is 
a claim for $11,000 that the State should 
never pay as the obligations claimed are 
fraudulent. 
Seuate Bill No. 69, to create and m aintain 
a relief and pension fund in the police de­ 
partm ent of cities of 100,000 inhabitants. 
This is a very bad bill, and its pocketing 
saves San Francisco many thousand dol­ 
lars. The police are well paid, and deserve 
no more from San Francisco than do any 
other class of good citizens. 
Senate Bill No. 145. to amend sections of 
an Act defining, regulating and governing 
the State Prisons of California. An en­ 
tirely unnecessary Act and one which the 
State can get along better w ithout than 
with. 
Assembly Bill No. 79. to appropriate 
money to pay the claim of W illiam Guten- 
berger, for mechanics’ tools and property 
destroyed at the Branch State Prison at 
Folsom. 
This bill calls for $1,645. T hink 
he is entitled to $500 or $600, but cannot 
reduce the am ount and m ust dirallow the 
whole. 
Assembly Bill No. 21, to provide for the 
funding of certain indebtedness of the sev­ 
eral counties of this State, and the issuance 
of bonds therefor. 
Assembly Bill No. 347, relating to the 
powers and duties of the Board of Directors 
of the Insane Asylum at Stockton. 
Senate Bill No. 234, to provide for the 
correction and establishm ent of a portion 
of the eastern boundary line of the State 
of California. All this bill was introduced 
for was to give a certain engineer an op­ 
portunity to expend $5,000 of the State's 
money w ithout a corresponding benefit. 
Assembly Bill No. 40, relating to the 
liens of mechanics and others. The law is 
better as it is. 
Assembly Bill No. 107, providing for the 
paym ent of the claim of Dennis Jordan for 
labor and m aterial furnished in the con 
struction of the State Prison at Folsom. 
This bill is without m erit. 
H e asks for 
$53,345 which the State never owed him . 
Senate Bill No. 50, to appropriate money 
to pay the claim of N. I’. Perine for fur­ 
nishing granite and statuary for the Napa 
Asylum. This is a moss-backed claim, 
without any merit. It asks for $6,272, and 
dates back to 1876 or 1878. 
Senate Bill No. 116, authorizing the Su­ 
perintendent of State Printing to appoint a 
Deputy. 
There is a surplus of State of­ 
ficials now, and the State Printing Office is 
expensive enough without adding any ad­ 
ditional weight. 
Senate Bill No. 160, in relation to dona­ 
tions of land suitable for experimental 
vineyards, and the improvem ent and m an­ 
agement thereof. This bill will create an 
annual useless expense. 
Senate Bill No. 350, to ascertain the loss 
and damage suffered and sustained by the 
Coulterville and Yosemite Turnpike Com­ 
pany.

The appropriation bill will cover all ex­ 
penses if the funds are judiciously m an­ 
aged. 
Senate Bill No. 41, to encourage tree- 
planting within the State of California. 
The Forestry Commission was given in the 
appropriation bill $29,000. This asking for 
$4,000 m ore is absurd. 
Assembly Bill No. 354, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for costs 
and expenses of suits wherein the State was 
a party in interest for the 35th fiscal vear. 
Simply a waste of State funds. 
Assembly Bill No. 199. relating to the 
forming of juries in crim inal cases. It is 
no im provem ent upon our present system. 
Senate Bill No. 374, relating to compensa­ 
tion of Court reporters in counties of the 
eighth and ninth classes. 
Senate Bill No. 437, relating to prevent­ 
ing and bringing into the State persons 
afflicted w ith leprosy or insanity, or such 
other persons as are likely to "become a 
charge upon the State and providing for the 
deportation of the same. Creates fat posi­ 
tions and a convenient route upon which 
to m ake raids upon the State Treasury. 
Senate Bill No. 12. relating to books of 
record and indices to be kept by County 
Recorders. 
Senate Bill No. 311, to aid the’Board of 
Commissioners to manage the Yosemite 
Valley and the Mariposa Big Tree Grove, 
and to appropriate money therefor. 
This 
bill appropriates $500 to the Commission, 
and raised a large lot of salaries of already 
over-paid officials. 
Assembly 
Bill 
No. 
14, empowering 
Boards of Supervisors to create the office of 
Veterinary Surgeon. 
If this bill became a 
law the County Treasuries would suffer 
from unscrupulous persons. 
Senate Bill No. 70, establishing an asy­ 
lum for insane criminals and appropriating 
$20,000 therefor. If it is necessary to estab­ 
lish such an institution there "should be 
money enough in the munificent appro­ 
priations made to the asylums at Stockton 
and Napa to do it. They have a large sum 
to dispense in the next two years. 
Senate Bill No. 78, amending Section 170 
ol the Code of Civil Procedure, relative to 
tbe disquilification of Judges. A most fool­ 
ish and absurd proposition. 
Senate Bill No. 265, relating to the Board 
of Silk-culture, creating the office of Secre­ 
tary and providing for the salary of the 
same. The Secretary is one of the Board, 
and, as the salary of that office would have 
to be fixed by the Board, it would be a 
dangerous precedent, and at this time the 
State requires no such legislation. 
Senate Bill No. 274, providing for the 
erection of buildings, etc.. at San Quentin, 
and appropriating $46,000 therefor. They 
have all the funds required for this, and 
more, too. 
Senate Bill No. 294. amending Section 
359 of the Civil Code, relating to corpora­ 
tions.

ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One. 


T o p ro p o s e lo th e p e o p le o f th e S ta te a n 
a m e n d m e n t to ttie C o n stitu tio n o f th e 
S ta te , r e la tiv e to th e J u d ic ia r y D e p a r t­ 
m e n t. 


Resolved, T hat the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, com m encing 
on th e th ird day of January, a . D. eighteen h u n ­ 
dred an d eighty-seven, tw o-thirds of all the 
m em bers elected to each ot th e two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose th a t Sections tw o and three, of A rticle 
v l., of th e Constitution ot said 
State, be 
am ended so as to read as follow s: 


S e c t io n 2. The Suprem e Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices o f the 
Suprem e Court, iu office at the tim e of the adop­ 
tion of th is am endm ent to the C onstitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices ot the fcu- 
prem e Court for the rem ainder of th e term s to 
w hich they w ere respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of th eir num ber to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold th e office of Chief 
Justice o f said Court for a term of tw o years. 
At th e expiration of the term of the C hief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a C hief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such C hief Justice sh all be m ade in the m inutes 
of th e Court aud signed by four Justices. W hen­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
C hief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term . T he Su 
prem e Court m ay sit in departm ents o r iu bank, 
and shall alw ays be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be tw o departm ents, de­ 
nom inated respectively, D epartm ent One and 
D epaitm entT w o. The C hief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each departm ent, And 
such assignm ent m ay be changed by him from 
tim e to tim e. The Justices shall be com petent to 
sit in eith er departm ent, and m ay interchange 
w ith each o th er by agreem ent am ong th em ­ 
selves o r ffs ordered by the C hief Justice. Each 
o f the departm ents shall have the pow er to hear 
and determ ine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to th e provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to tn e Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in eith er of the d epart­ 
m ents, except such as m ay be done at cham ­ 
bers. and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
lie necessary to pronounce a judgm ent. The 
C hief Justice sh all apportion th e business to 
th e departm ents, and m ay. in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard aud decided by th e Court in bank. The 
order m ay be m ade before or after judgm ent

ironounced by a departm ent; bu t w here a cause 
ias been allotted to one of th e departm ents, and 
a ju d g m e rt pronounced thereon, th e order m ust 
be m ade w itnin th irty days after such judgm ent, 
and concurred in by two Justices, and if so 
m ade it shall have th e effect to vacate and set 
aside th e judgm ent. Any four Justices m ay, 
e ith er before or after judgm ent by a depart 
m ent, order a case to be neard in bank. Ir the 
order be not m ade w ithin th e tim e above lim ­ 
ited, th e judgm ent shall be final. No judgm ent 
by a departm ent shall become final until the 
expiration of the period ol thirty days afore­ 
said, unless approved by the C hief Justice, iu 
w riting, w ith the concurrence o f two Justices. 
7 he C hief Justice m ay convene th e Court in 
bank at any tim e, and shall lie the presid­ 
ing Justice o f th e Court

but if four Justices, .so present, do not concur in 
a judgm ent, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall h e ar th e arg u m e n t; but to 
render a judgm ent a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. 
In th e determ ination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departm ents, shall be given in w riting, and the 
grounds of th e decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice m ay sit in either departm ent, and 
shall preside w hen so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each departm ent shall select one of 
their num ber as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
at w hich th e Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select o re of 
th eir own num ber to perform th e duties and ex ­ 
ercise the powers o! the C hief Justice duriug 
such absence or inability to act. The .Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved M arch tw elfth. e ;ght$cn 
h undred and eighty-five, shall continue and be 
a Suprem e Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption o f this am endm ent. Said Com­ 
mission m ay be continued

Said 
Connnission shall have the sam e row er to hear 
ind determ ine causes possessed by a d ep art­ 
m ent of the Suprem e Court: and causes m ay be 
assigned to th e Commission in the sam e m an­ 
n er they are assigned to a departm ent, and after 
decision they m ay be ordered heard in bank in 
th e sam e way, and w ith like restrictions as if 
decided in departm ent. The judgm ents of the 
Commission shall be entered as the judgm ents 
of the Court. T he Commission shall sit at such 
tim es and places as m ay be designated by the 
Court; but such Commissioners shall not ex er­ 
cise any judicial functions except w hen assem ­ 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall only 
have th e i>ower to hear and determ ine such 
causes as m ay liave been assigned to them . 


S ection* 3. The Justices o f the Suprem e Court 
shall be elected by th e qualified electors of the 
S.ate at large, at th e general State cleciions, and 
the tim es am i places a t w hich State officers are 
elected: and the term o f office shall lie tw elve 
years from and after th e fir*t M onday after the 
first day of January next succeeding th e ir elec­ 
tion.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T h e F ish in th e Slough. 
T he fish in China Slough are getting 
them selves talked about because of the ex­ 
trem es to which they go to obtain food. 
D uring the last two or three days whites 
and Chinese have 
am used themselves 
spearing the large pike and hardheads that 
could be seen prospecting the scum and 
light drift blown close to the shore, and 
quite a num ber were taken. The Chinese 
consider the Slough fish as good as any, 
but the w hites would hesitate a long tim e 
before eating them . The practice of the 
railroad men of throw ing bread and other 
food to the m udhens in the Slough as they 
go to or return from work has been 
“ dropped upon ” by the catfish, and when 
“ feeding tim e ” comes they try to b e on 
hand. 
Railroad officer Lee, who has had 
abundant opportunity of observing the 
conduct of the occupants of the Slough, 
and who has not had m uch practice telling 
iish stories, avers that one day he saw a 
catfish snatch a piece of bread out of a 
m udhen’s m outh, and further, he is of the 
opinion th at the m udhens are afraid of the 
fish. 
W in. J. Davis, who is securing facts 
for a work on the peculiarities of California, 
soon to be published, states that a few days 
ago a mud lien seized a piece of bread that 
was throw n from the Third-street bridge, 
but ju st as the heu was going to swallow it 
she commenced to act as though some­ 
thing was tickling her, and rising from the 
water, it was seen that a catfish was cling­ 
ing to her foot, bnt it soon let go. 


P o lice C o u rt. 
In the Police Court yesterday Frank 
Saunders was called up to respond on 
three charges of disturbing the peace. H e 
pleaded guilty upon one, not guilty as to 
the second, and the third was not consid­ 
ered, as the prosecuting witness was absent. 
H e will receive sentence this m orning in

T h e S aloon-K eepers N ot A lone to B lam e 
for W hisky D rinking. 
The M etropolitan Theater was crowded 
last night to hear Richard T. Booth, the 
famous temperance lecturer. By special 
invitation, a large num ber of the liquor 
dealers of the city were present, and to 
them was the lecture of the evening di­ 
rected.

H e said

m eeting reported that in every instance 
had they been received kindly and treated 
w ith the greatest respect. 
He said he 
would not take advantage of their presence 
to say

was harsh. 
AYe 
are 
not 
fighting 
the 
men, 
but 
the 
business they were 
engaged 
in. 
H e said the 
saloon-keeper 
was not 
the only one to blame. Back of the re­ 
tailer stood the rich wholesaler and the 
opulent brewer, and they m ust bear their 
share of-the responsibility. AVe may rail 
as m nch as we please against the saloon­ 
keeper and the wine merchant, but they 
are not entitled to all the blame. A large 
portion of it m ust fall upon society—the 
wineglass in the Christians' hands, the 
brandy bottle on the family sideboard. 
A 
young man was not near so apt to contract 
the drinking habit in dens of infamy, where 
prayer was mocked, virtue ridiculed and 
God reviled, as he was in the glittering 
halls of society, where the wineglass was 
passed him by the jeweled hand. It Is not 
in the saloons always where drinking be­ 
gins, but the taste is often acquired by the 
sipping of wine at home. 
The speaker made a strong appeal to 
those in the business to give it up, and re­ 
lated m any incidents in saloon life, and 
notable cases where proprietors of public 
houses had given up the business, and de­ 
voted their lives to the cause of tem per­ 
ance. 
lie also spoke in favor of prohibi­ 
tion. 
He said there were only two ways— 
they m ust either take the drink away trom 
the man, or the man away from the drink. 
Lock up the drink, and give the man a 
chance to become what Gou intended him 
to be. 
The lecture was replete with eloquent 
passages, 
am using anecdotes, 
well-told 
stories, and the vast audience frequently in­ 
terrupted its delivery w ith hearty and long 
continued applause. H e begged the liquor 
dealers to come out of the business and 
join the temperance side, which was the 
cause of right, and would surely win. 
To-night Mr. Booth delivers one of his 
special lectures, at which an admission fee 
will be charged. 
As this is the only pay 
that he receives, he no doubt will have a 
crowded house. Sunday afternoon, at 3 
l>. St., he will lecture to the children and 
young people at the Sixth-street Methodist 
Church.

OUR PRISON DIRECTOR*. 


W restlin g w ith Im a g in a ry E vils a t th e 
S tate's Expense* 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : Before the Board of 
Prison Directors agitates itself into a brain 
fever, trying to take prison labor out of inju­ 
rious competition with free labor, I suggest 
that they find out whether such competition 
really exists. Before they bring on them ­ 
selves solteningof tbe brain searching for a 
remedy, I would suggest that they be certain 
that there is som ething to cure. 
As a fact, competition between prison and 
free labor does not exist to any appreciable 
extent. 
No injury results from the em­ 
ploym ent of prison labor, and all this her­ 
alded announcem ent of the owlish consid­ 
eration of how to avoid a competition that 
practically does not exist, is simply a pub­ 
lication of the arrant stupidity or political 
demagogy of the participators. 
Take tbe furniture departm ent in the 
prison as an example. T hat was consid­ 
ered the most injurious, and was first or­ 
dered closed. 
Now California only m anu­ 
factures a sm all percentage of the furni­ 
ture she uses. 
Every overland freight 
train 
brings furniture from 
the 
East. 
Cheap transportation has enabled the East 
to compete with us, and she fixes the 
prices. The whole United States is in 
competition. 
Our State Prison employs 
about 1Ü0 men in the furniture business; 
but, as prison labor equals in results only 
50 per cent of free labor, these men only 
count in the labor m arket as fifty men. 
There are employed in the furniture busi­ 
ness in this country as wage earners 50,000 
men, and it is with this 50,000 that our fifty 
prisoners are brought into competition. 
For every full hand in our prison there are 
a thousand full hands outside. The pro­ 
portion is ridiculously small. Theemploy- 
m ent or non-employm ent of one man in a 
thousand will produce no perceptible effect 
in the labor m arket. The mere statem ent 
of the proportion that prison labor bears to 
free labor shows that the whole talk is 
baseless and senseless, and the Prison Di­ 
rectors ought to say so. 
The actual proportion is sm aller than 
these figures show. The am ount of furni­ 
ture made at the prison is valued at about 
$40,000 per annum . 
The furniture with 
which it comes in competition is valued at 
about $70,000,000. 
For 
every 
dollar’s 
worth m anufactured at the prison $1,700 
worth are m anufactured outside. And yet 
labor agitators and the m ajority of ihe 
Prison Directors would have us believe 
that this one dollar's worth of furniture 
put up for sale has ruined the market, 
throw n men out of employment, and swal­ 
lowed up the margin of profit on the whole 
$1,7U0 w ith which it came into competi­ 
tion. 
The manufacture of one-seventeen- 
hundredth more or less of any article never 
affected the m arket, and everybody not in­ 
fluenced by labor demagogy knows it. 
Instead of the closing of the furniture de­ 
partm ent operating to the benefit of the 
men of this Shite, the opposite is the case. 
Prison-made furniture is chiefly frame­ 
work, and is upholstered in San Francisco, 
giving em ploym ent to a large num ber of 
m en.' AVhen frames are no longer made at 
San Quentin San Francisco upholsterers 
will be thrown out of employment. The 
East will provide us with furniture because 
she can do so more cheaply than we can 
m ake it, and us furniture comes from there 
quite generally already upholstered, these 
men in San Francisco and elsewhere em ­ 
ployed at that work will remain out of em­ 
ployment or seek some other trade. Injury 
instead of benefit m ust result, and the 
Board of Prison Directors will be held re­ 
sponsible. 
This farce about free and prison labor 
has become nauseating. The public pa­ 
tience is exhausted. Som ething more is 
expected of our Prison Directors than is 
being realized. They ought not to be pup­ 
pets to bow and bob nt the pulling of 
strings by the Federated Unions of San 
Francisco. Honesty demands that they con­ 
duct the prison husiuess in an economical 
and profitable m anner, and a decent re­ 
spect for themselves demands that they 
pursue business methods and cease to allow 
themselves to be the guy and laughing­ 
stock of business men. 
It is due one member of the Board, AYr. 
C. Hendricks, to say that he opposes any 
further schemes for the non-employuicnt 
of prisoners, or for rendering useless and 
valueless the expensive plant already upon 
the ground. 
It remains to be seen how 
far he will be able to stiffen up the other 
members of the Board to a performance 
of their duty.

CHINA. 
The past w inter has been the severest in 
Northern China for many years. 
A uthen­ 
tic reports show that the alleged subjuga­ 
tion and submission of the original tribes 
of Formosa is alm ost solely a m yth ; that 
the Im perial troops were defeated all along 
the line, and that they ultim ately made 
what can be regarded as a more or less dis­ 
graceful surrender. 
It is stated by the Der Ostasinlische I.loyd, 
published at Shanghai, that the Russo- 
Chinese Boundary Commission has de­ 
cided that Russia is entitled to a strip of 
land at the m outh of the Tymen-Ulla, near 
the Bay of Gaschkewitz, and that this is a 
blow to English aspirations. 
It is now rum ored from Canton that the 
wreck of the missing Japanese man-of-war 
Unebi Kan has been found on the east 
coat of Formosa. 
Piracy to an alarm ing extent exists on 
the coast of Kwang-tung. In some cases 
Government cruisers have been attacked. 
A native paper gives particulars of a 
dreadful tragedy at a place called H siaShih 
Chen, about twenty miles northeast of 
Hangehow, in Chekiang province. 
It ap­ 
pears that over three hundred distressed 
vagabonds turned up, as is not uncommon 
during the Chinese winters, on the 1st and 
2d of February, and greatly irritated the 
townsmen by their extortionate demands 
and violence. 
The villagers invicgled the 
whole body into an ancient temple at a 
place called Heng Shan, and, during the 
night time, surrounded and set tire to the 
building, uiassacreitig all lmt tw enty or 
thirty, who succeeded in effecting their es­ 
cape with a few burns and scalds. 


JAPAN. 
Staff officers have under consideration an 
extensive scheme of coast defense. 
The Roman Catholic faith is steadily ex­ 
tending in A'amato, near Kyoto. 
It has 
been resolved at a meeting of the believers 
at Tatsuta to build a church in foreign 
style. 
A telegram from Nagasaki states that on 
March 5th four persons were killed and 
seven seriously injured on the island of 
Seto by the explosion ol a shell tired by the 
United States steam ship Om aha during big 
gun practice.
